the Cherokees took part with ihu Brit- 
ish. 
After its termination. the United 


States, though desirous of prare, did 
not fee! its necessity so strongly as wlule 
the war continued. Their political sit- 
»i:ition being changed, they might very 
well think it advisable to assume ajugh- 


Jone. and to impress on the Chero- 
es the same respect for Congress 


which was before felt for the Kint^of 
Great Britain. This may accnunt for 
the language of the treaty of Hopewell. 
There is the more reason Cor suppo- 
sing that the Cherokee chiefs were int 
very critical judges of the tankage, 
from the fact that every one makes his 
mark ; no chief was capable of signing 
his name. 
Tt is probable the treaty was

The treaty is introduced with the de- 


claration, that "The"

ceive them into the favor and protec- 
tion of the U. States of -\merica, on 
the following conditions." 


When the U. Stales gave peace, did 


they not also receive i t ? 
Were not 


both parties desirous of it? 
If we con 


suit the history of the day, does it not 
inform us thar" the U. States were at 
least as anxious to obtain it as the Cher- 
okees? 
We may ask, further: Did 


the Cherokees come to the seat of the 
American Government to solicit peace; 
j r , did the American commissioners 
o'to them to obtain i t ? 
The treaty 


was made at Hopewell, not at New- 
fork. 
The word "give," then, has no 


real importance attached to it. 


The first and second articles stipu- 


late for the mutual restoration of pris- 


lers, and are of course equal. 
The third article acknowledges the 


Cherokees to be under the prelection of 
theU States of America, and of no oth- 
er Power. 


This stipulation is found in Indian 


-reatirs, generally. 
It was introduced 


-nto their treaties with Great Britain : 
jc mav probably be found in those with 


'other European 
Powers. 
Its origin 


may be traced to the nature of their 
connexion with those Powers; and its 
true meaning is discerned in their rela- 
tive situation. 


The general law of European sover- 


eigns, respecting their claims in A 
merica, limited the intercourse of Indi- 
ans, in a great degree, to the parting 
Jar potentate, whose ultimate right of 
domain was acknowledged by the oth- 
ers. 
This was the general stale of 


things in time of peace. 
It was some- 


times changed in war. The conse- 
quence was, that their supplies were 
derived chieflv from that nation, and 
their trade confined to it. 
Goods, in- 


dispensable to their comfort, in the 


well be supposed to have been confined 
to that subject. 
When, in fact, they 


were ceding lands to the U. States, and 
describing the extent of their cession, 
it may very well be supposed that they 
might not understand the term employ- 
ed, as indicating that instead of grant- 
ing they were receiving lands. 
If the 


term would admit of no other signifi- 
cation, which is not conceded, its being 
misunderstood is so apparent, results 
so necessarily from the whole transac- 
tion, that it must, we think, be taken in 
the sense in which it was most obvious- 
ly used. 


So with resnect to the words "hunt- 


ing grounds" 
H u n t i n g was at that 


time the principal occupation of the 
Indians, and their land was more used 
for that purpose than for any other.— 
It could not, however, be supposed, 
that any intention existed of restricting 
the fulfuse of the lands they reserved. 


To the U. States, it could be a mat- 


ter of no concern, whether their whole

grounds, or whether an occasional vil- 
lage, an occasional corn field, i n t e r r u p t 
ed, and gave some variety to the scene 


These terms had been used in their 


treaties with Great Britain, and had 
never been misunderstood. 
'1 hey had 


never been supposed to imply a right 
in the British Government to take their 
lands, or to interfere with their intei nal 
Government. 


The 5th article withdraws the pro- 


tection of the U. States from any citi- 
zen who has settled or shall Settle 


to 


The mutual desire of establishing per- 
manent peace and friendship, and of re- 
moving all causes of war, is honestly a- 
vowed. and. in pursuance of this desire, 
the first article declares, that there 
hall be perpetual peace and friendship 
between all the citizens of the U. States 
of America, and all the individuals 
composing the Cherokee nation. 


The second article repeats the im- 


portant acknowledgment,that the Cher- 
okee nation is under the protection of 
the U. Stales of America, and of no oth- 
er sovereign whatsoever. 


The meaning of this has been already 


exnlained. 
The Indian nations were,

The 9th article is in these words:

That Power was naturally termed their 
protector. 
They had been arranged 


under the protection of Great Britain ; 
but the extinguishment of the British 
power in their neighborhood, and ihe 
establishment of that of the U. States 
in its olace, led n a t u r a l l y to the decla- 
raiion on ihe part of the Cherokees, 
that they were under the protection of 
ihe U. States, and of no other Power. 
They assumed the relation with the U. 
Slates which had before subsisted \viih 
Great Britain. 


This relation was that of a n-ition 


claiming and receiving the protection 
of one more p o w e r f u l ; not that o( indi- 
viduals abandoning their mtional < bar- 
acter, and submitting as subjects to the 
laws of a master. 


The third article contains a perfect-

it cannot be doubted that the general 
words of the act comprehend them.

additional evidence of a settled purpose 
lo fix ihe Indians in iheir country by 
giving them seruritv ai home 


The treaties and laws of the U States 


contemplate the 
I n d i a n territory as 


completely separated from that of the 
Stales ; and provide that all intercourse 
with them shall he carried on exclu- 
sively by the Government ol the U- 
nion. 


Is this the rightful exercise of power, 


or is it usurpation ? 


While these States were colonies, 


this power, in its utmost extent, was ad- 
mitted to reside in the crown. 
When 


our Revolutionary struggle commen- 
ced, Congress was composed of an as- 
se-nhlage of deputies, acting under spe- 
cific powers granted by the Legisla- 
tures, or conventions of the several col- 
onies. 
It was a ".real popular move- 


ment, not perfectly organized, nor were 
the respective powers of those who 
were entrusted with the management 
of ahVir^ accurately defined. 
The ne- 


cessities of our situation produced a 
general conviction that those measures 
which concerned all, must be transact- 
ed hy a budy in which ihe. representa- 
tives" of all were assembled, and which 
could command the confidence ot all ; 
Congress, therefore, was considered as 
•invested with all the powers of war and 
peace, and Congress dissolved our con- 


de-reel unnecessary by the adoption of 
our existing constitution. 
That instru- 


ment confers on Coi.'gress the powers 
of war and peace ; of making treaties, 
and of regulating commerce with for- 
eign nations, and among the several 
Slates, and with the bidinn tribes. These 
powers comprehend all that is required 
for the regulation of our intercourse 
with the Indians. 
They are not limit- 


ed by any restrictions on their free ac- 
tions. 
The shackles imposed on this 


power, in the Confederation, are dis- 
carded. 


The Indian nations had always been 


considered as distinct, independent po* 
lineal communities, retaining their ori- 
ginal n a t u r a l rights, as the undisputed 
possessors of the soil, from lime imme-1 


morinl, with the single exception of that 
imposed by irresistible power, which 
excluded them from intercourse with 
any other European potentate than the 
first discoverer of the coast of the par- 
ticular region claimed : and this was a 
restriction which these European. po*1 


tentales imposed on themselves, as well 
as on the Indians,. 
The very term "na- 


tion," so generally applied to them, 
means "a People distinct from others." 
The constitution, by declaring treaties 
already made, as well as those to be 
made, to be the supreme law of the' 
land, has adopted and sanctioned the 
previous treaties with the Indian na- 
tions, and, consequently, admits their 
rank among those Powers who are ca-

ed them to Indians as we have applied 
them to the other nations of the earth. 
They are applied to all in the same 
sense. 


Georgia, herself, has furnished con- 


clusive evidence that her former opin- 
ions on this subject concurred with 
iho.se entertained by her sister Statef, 
and by the. Government of the United 
States. .Various acts of her Legisla- 
ture have been cited in the argument, 
including the contract of cession made 
in the year 1802, all tending to prove 
her acquiescence in the universal con- 
viction that the Indian nations posses- 
sed a full right to the lands '.hey occu- 
pied, until that right should be extin- 
guished by the U. States, with their' 
consent; that their territory was sepa- 
rated from thut of any Slate within 
whose chartered limits they might re- 
bide, by a boundary line, established 
by treaties ; that, within their boundary, 
they possessed rights with which no 
Slate could interfere; and that the whole 
power, reguiaiing the intercourse' with 
them, was vested in the United States. 
A review of these acts, on the part of 
Georgia, would occupy too much time, 
arid is the less necessary, because they 
have been accurately detailed in the ar- 
gument at the bar.

The whole intercourse between the U- 
niu-d States mid this nation is, by our 
constitution and laws, vested in the 
Government of the United Slates. 


The act of the Stale of Georgia, un- 


der which the plaintiff in error was 
prosecuted, is consequently void, and 
the j u d g m e n t a n u l l i t y . 
Can this court 


revise and reverse it ? 


U the objection to the system of leg- 


islation lately adopted by '.be Legisla- 
ture of Georgia in relation to the Cher- 
okee nation, was confined to its extra- 
territorial operation, 
the 
objection, 


though complete, so far as it respected 
mere right, would give this court no 
power over the subject. 
But it goes 


much further. 
If the review which 


has been taken be correct, and we t h i n k 
it is, the acts of Georgia are repugnant 
to the constitution, laws, and treaties 
of the United States. 


They interfere forcibly with the rela 


lion established between the U. States 
and the Cherokee nation, the regulation 
of which, according to the settled prin- 
ciples of our constitution, are commit- 
ted exclusively to the Government of 
tin1 Union. 


They are in direct hostility with 


treaties, repeated in a succession of 
years, which mark out the boundary 
that separates the Cherokee country 
from Georgia; guaranty to them all 
the land w i t h i n their b o u n d a r y ; sol- 
emnly pledge the faith of the U. States 
to restrain their citizens from trespas- 
sing on it; and recognize the pre-exist- 
ing power of the nation to govern itself. 
- They are in equal hostility with the 
acts of Congress for regulating this in- 
tercourse and giving effect to the trea- 
ties. 


The forcible seizure and abduction 


of the plaintiff in error, who was resi 
ding in the nation, with its permission, 
and by authority of the President of the 
United States, is also a violation of the 
acts which authorize the Chief Magis- 
trate to exercise this authority. 


Will these powerful considerations 


avail the plaintiff in error ? 
We t h i n k 


they will.

Had a 


judgment, liable to the same objections, 
been rendered for property, none would 
question the jurisdiction of this court. 
It cannot be less clear when the judg- 
ment affects personal liberty, and in- 
flicts disgraceful punishment, if pun- 
ishment could disgrace when inflicted 
on^ innocence. 
The plaintiff in error is 


not less interested in the operation of 
this constitutional law than if it affect- 
ed his property. 
He was not less enti- 


tled to the protection of the constitu- 
tion, laws, and treaties, of his country. 


It is the opinion of this court that the 


judgment of the Superior Court for the 
county of Gwinnett, in the State of 
Georgia, condemning Samuel A. Wor- 
cester, to hard labor, in the penitentia- 
ry of the State of Georgia, for four 
years, was pronounced by that court 
under color of a law which is void, as 
being repugnant to the constitution, 
treaties, and laws of the United States, 
and ought, therefore, to be reversed and 
annulled.

dying ! Bluford Humphreys and Guinn 
went in to his assistance with another 
light, but were soon heard to utter the 
same cry.

absolutely left them to perish w'uhou 
assistance, and the charge of burying 
them remains to the members of the 
Board of Health. 
The extent of the 


m o r t a l i t y and the necessity of early in- 
terment made it imperative to dispense 
with the usual ceremonies on such oc- 
casions. 
A large hole is dug in the 


burying ground, sufficiently capacious 
to hold two or three coffins abreast 
and of the depth of 25 feet. 
A layer of 


earth is placed on the first tier, then a 
second tier of coffins, and so alternate- 
ly till the grave is filled up, which in 
this way is made to hold 14 or 15 cof- 
fins.

on board 50 tons of quicksilver combi- 
ned in leather bags of 50 pounds each, 
which had been picked up un the shore 
of Cadiz, from the wrecks of two Span- 
ish ships. 
The bags were stowed in 


the bread room, after hold, and store 
rooms. 
Being saturated w i t h salt wa- 


ter, in about a fortnight they all decay- 
ed and burst. In collecting the q u i c k - 
silver to .save it in casks, much of it 
found its way into the unapproachable 
recesses of the ship, and some was se- 
creted by the men, who amused them- 
selves w i t h it in various svays 
At t h i s 


period so much bilge water had collect- 
ed in the ship that the stench was in- 
tolerable and the carpenter's mate was 
nearly suffocated by the eflluvia while 
sounding the well. 
The effect of the 


gas evolved from bilge water is mani- 
fested by its changing to black any me- 
tallic substance. 
In this instance, how- 


ever, metals of every kind were coated 
w i t h quicksilver ; and a general affec- 
tion of the mouth took place among the 
men and officers, to a severe degree of 
salivation in upwards of 200 men.
